WHEN THE EARTH QUAKES 


Stresses and Strains to Which Our 
Globe Is Subjected 

When the stairs creak and the fur- 
niture gives out mysterious crackling} 
sounds at night we sometimes sit up 
in bed and wonder if there is a burg- 
lar about, but it doesn’t occur to us 
that what we really hear is an earth- 
quake on a small ecale. The night 
air has caused the wood to contract; 
with a snap, thus accounting for the 
alarming sounds, This is just exactly 
what the earth is doing periodically. 
To a microbe, reposing on the polish- 
ed surface of the table, this disturb- 
ance is probably as violent as an 
earthquake js to a human being. 

An earthquake is a terrible thing. 
It comes without warning. It ts over 
before one knows which way to fly, 
and its fury can be abated by no 
man. 

Yet to the geologist earthquakes are 
‘only symptoms. They-are not causes 
| 80 much ag results—results. of great 
} stresses and straing within the earth 
| that cause slippings and slidings from 
} time to time. If the rocks on the 
shell of the earth slip and grate 
against each other so much as an inch

HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 


—_ 
It Causes Hardening of the Arteries 
and Other Grave Troubles 
Physicians have always studied the 
Pulse, because it gives valuable infor- 
Mation concerning the body's conict- 
tion of hetlth or disease. But it is 
only recently that they have begun to 
use the term blood pressure frequent- 
ly, and to regard the amount of that 
pressure as of great importance. That 
is bécause they now have instruments 
for accurately measuring the pressure 
which previously they could only estl- 
mate by feeling the pulse. 

Blood pressure or the degree of ten- 
sion of the blood current within the 
arteries is chiefly significant because 
@ permanent increase in it is quite 
sure to be followed im time by hard- 
ening of the arteries and by the degen- 
eration or disease of important organs, 
especially the kidneys, 

The blood pressure is“increased by 
a number of causes that increase the 
force of the heart beat or that con- 
tract the smaller blood vessels. Any 
excitement—anger, joy, fear, nervous- 
ness—-raises it temporarily, But that 
is of little importance unless the emo- 
tion is frequently repeated or unless 
the person already has diseased art- 
erles, The blood pressure that is per- 
manently high is more serious. That 
comes from iong continued mental ex- 
citement, such as worry, business anx- 
lety or political strife or from the ac- 
tion of certain poisons that are form 
ed in the system and not properly ex- 
creted. 

These poisons come from the waste 
products of digestion, especially in 
large meat eaters. They raise the 
blood pressure by causing the smaller 
arteries to contract. 

In small amounts these poisons are 
excreted at once, but in persons who 
eat large quantities of meat, espectial- 
ly of beef and mutton—poultry and 
fish are less harmful—they are some- 
times formed in amounts go large that 
the kidneys cannot dispose of them 
promptly. When. this happens, es- 
pecially if {t occurs In a person who 18 
under a constant mental strain, like 
the politician, the financier or the 
chronic worrier, there is grave danger 
of a permanently high blood pressure 
and, following that, of hardening of 
the arteries and of kidney disease, 
mental disturbance or apoplexy.
